“The Kansas law, however, is hard-
Iy as broad in its provision as I would
like =0 see,” sald Judge Nelll, It
gives to the coanty commissioners too
much power for diserimination and
would be more successful, I believe, it
fts provislons were brosdened.”

1t is the theory of the Chicago man
that greater results would be secured
if the Kansas law were made manda-
tory rather than optional with local
county hoards. In one county, the
commissioners recently declined to act
under the law until an opinion had
been secured from the attorney gen-
eral to the effect that no board could
legally sidestep the provislons of the
act. It is to relieve the tendencles to
dodge the operation of the law
through an effort to reduce puhlic ex-
pense that Judge Neill directs the at-
tention of the state legislature.

The new law s the result of a lez-
izlative compromise and & not ae
broad as degired by its original advo-
cates. It is generally believed that
the 1917 legislature will be asked to
broaden its scope and some of the
provisions recommended by Judge
Neill In his talk with Governor Capper
may be incorporated in the proposed
amendments.
